Just How a SHELL WRECKS a TRENCH

HE 
most 
elaborate 
refuge 


trenches, in the construction of 
which soldiers have been en- 


gaged for nearly two years, give an 
impression of the methods necessary 
to withstand the tremendous bom- 
bardments which are a feature of 
the present war. 


The overhead protection Is fre- 


quently most elaborate. In certain 
cases the shelter chambers have 
been found roofed In with several 
layers of large baulks or logs of 
wood, alternating with layers of 
sandbags In some of the most care- 
fully finished the place of the logs is 
taken by iron joists, or masonry, or 
concrete. This Is said to afford ex- 
cellent protection against heavy shell 
fire. 


Absolute security Is not possible, 


for any located shelter, unless pro- 
tected in the most extraordinary 
manner, for it can be destroyed by 
bombardment if direct hits can be 
obtained. 


The entries have been, perhaps, 


the most vulnerable points of these 
shelters. Even the small shells of 
the field guns can create immense 
damage and havoc in this way. The 
expedients to guard against this 
danger are incomplete, consisting 
chiefly of multiplying the number of 
exits and also adding air shafts. It 
Is possible for imprisoned men to 
crav,-l out through these. 


In attacking these refuges the trou- 


ble is to get the precise range. Bom- 
bardments are usually carried on by 
tones; that is, a certain number of 
guns are assigned a certain area on 
the map which they are to smother 
with a bail of bursting shells. The 
results are usually severe enough. 
Barbed wire and advance defences 
are torn up and razed, trenches 
levelled, shelters destroyed, guns 
disabled or blown up. And yet it is 
a tact that many parts of the trench 
tangles during some of the greatest 
battles of the war were uninjured.

HERE are' advantages in al- 
most 
everything. 
Even the 


bald-headed man has some- 


thing to be thankful for. It is a curi- 
ous belief, held by many people, that 
a bald-headed man Is never in dan- 
ger of dying from consumption. 


Bald-headed men are said seldom 


to suffer from consumption, and that 
a tendency to baldness is assurance 
that the dreaded scourge will pass 
over him-whose thatch grows thin. 


At first glance It would seem ab- 


surd to argue that a man's hair is 
indicative of his immunity from dis- 
ease, but a well-known doctor recent- 


ly declared that in the five years dur- 
ing which he seriously added a 
record of his patients' hair, or lack 
of it, his case cards have failed to 
show a single instance of "bald" be- 
ing entered upon the card of a con- 
sumptive.

HE life of Miss Olga De Costa 
during the past three years 
reads like a gripping tale from 


the pages of fiction. Her experiences 
during these belligerent days form a 
fascinating story, full of tragic ele- 
ments, the like of which seldom comes 
from the pen of a novelist. War has 
played a strange and peculiar part 
In the career of this young girl. She 
has •witnessed the tragedies of war, 
and she has seen what an inexora- 
ble law of a land deals out to those 
who ara traitors to their country. 
Sna has ministered to the sick and 
the -wounded brought in from the 
battle lines. She has -watched a be- 
loved brother return home minus a 
leg left on the field of conflict 


Sights and experiences like these' 


would be enough to shake the nerves 
of almost any woman. But severe as 
they seem they were not the worst 
things that could happen to Miss 
Olga De Costa. She has other wor- 
ries preying on her mind, and she 
ill Weighed down by a burden of sus- 
pense which possibly will not be 
lifted until the war is over. 


How the Nine Soldier 
Brothers Are Fighting 


Miss De Costa is the only sister 


among nine brothers who are all sol- 
diers. But the strangest part of all 
is that they do not flght for the same 
'.flag. Six are enrolled in the legions 
of Germany, and two are stationed in 
France, helping the cause of the al- 
lies. At least this was the case two 
years ago when they' werejlast 
heard from. The other brother, Rein- 
hart De Costa, is a soldier of the 
United States, who during the past 
year has been with a regiment in 
Texas, doing duty on the Mexican

Miss De Costa's personal sympa- 


thies naturally are full of conflict, 
yet she Insists that all other brothers 
are honest and brave. 
She says a 


man should fight for his adopted 
country and the flag which offers 
him protection. 
But there is one 


thing which ehe hopes will never 
happen. It is her earnest prayer 
that Fate will not be cruel enough to 
bring her brother a*, face to" face at 
the trenches. This matter has preyed 
on her mind_ during the last two 
.years, and it is worrying her still 
more at the present time, since her 
brother Reinhart may be among the 
United States troops who will see 
early service with the allies on the 
western front in Europe. 


She related to me' the other day 


in New York the amazing experi- 
ences of her life, and as she spoke 
of her brothers a pathetic expression 
settled on her face. She says it is 
a man's duty to fight, but all she 
wishes is that her brothers be placed 
In such positions along the battle 
front that they will have strangers 
to contend with—a futile hope, yet 
a human one. It would be excruci- 
atingly painful, as her imagination 
sees It, for one brother to level his 
gun at another. Let them face ene- 
mies who are not of their own blood, 
is the wish of Olga De Costa. 


This girl hails from Cologne, Ger- 


many. Her mother is a Qcrma^ and 
her father, who died some years ago, 
was a Spaniard. She is a young 
woman of very attractive features. 
Her head carries a wealth of blonde 
curls and her blue eyes betray a 
frank and sympathetic nature. The 
girl is a gifted singer. She was a 
pupil of the late Lillian Nordica. 
When the noted prima donna discov- 
ered that the girl had unusuar^musi- 
cal talent she gave her free instruc- 
tion, and developed her art. When 
the European war broke out, Miss 
De Costa was on her way to her old 
home to give concerts in the land of 
her birth. The war made it neces-4 
sary for her to cancel her engage- 
ments. At tlie suggestion of her 
mother, Miss De Costa went to Os- 
tend to do duty as a Red Cross nurse. 
She remained In Ostend about a 
month, after which she went to Brus- 
sels, where she also worked as a 
nurse. She remained in the latter 
city about five months, during which 
time she saw many tragedies of mu- 
tilation and death. She saw men die 
while she was ministering to them. 
She was In the city of Brussels, when 
it was invaded by the Germans. 


Two Brothers Enrolled 
on the German Side 


Two of Miss De Costa's brothers 


were members of the German army 
njarching into Brussels. One be- 
longed to a Uhlan regiment, and the 
other to a regiment of Cuirassiers. 
The former brother took part in the 
ciege of Liege during the early days 
of the war, and the Uhlan regiment 
to which he belonged suffered a ter- 
rible loss. After the battle there were 
only four survivors. The rest of the 
regiment, consisting of about a thou- 
sand men, all had been killed. 


While she was in Brussels, Miss 


De Costa had the sad experience of 
witnessing the execution of seven 
spies—five men and two women. She 
gave me a graphic account of the 
end that comes to those who offend 


the German power. Her narrative 
relating to the execution of two 
young and beautiful German girls Is 
of special interest, and. I shall let 
her tell the story in her own words: 


"I shall never forget the day of 


this happening," she said. "I was 
drawn to the scene by a cruel series 
of circumstances. The girls, sentenced 
to die, were in love with French 
army officers and in order to be of 
service to them they had conveyed 
intelligence relating to the move- 
ments of the German soldiers. The 
girls were caught in the act. There 
could he no hope for them. 


Witnessing the Horrors 
of an Execution 


'It was a cold, clear winter morn- 


ing, when the condemned women 
were led to their doom. The execu- 
tion took place in an orchard in the 
outskirts of Brussels. In this gar- 
den, which surrounded the house in 
which these girl spies were kept pris- 
oners, were. I should judge, from BO 
to 100 apple trees. Just as the rising 
sun began to crimson the eastern 
sky the death processionbegan. Each 
prisoner was in charge of three sol- 
diers. The girl walked between two 
of the men who supported her arms, 
while the third soldier marched be- 
hind. There was very little snow on 
the 
ground and a biting wind 


soughed through the hare limbs of 
the fruit trees. Each girl was tied 
to a tree and the distance between 
the two wa? about 15 feet. While 
the girls, who were only about 19 
years 'of age, were led to the place 
of execution, they were absolutely 
silent Not a word came from their 
lips. They walked with bowed heads 
and appeared to be in a dazed con- 
dition.

"No spiritual adviser consoled the 


condemned \vhile they wera led 
through the garden, hut there is a 
possibility that a minister of the gos- 
pel had talked with them while they 
were held in the house as prisoners. 
As soon as the spies were tied to the 
trees and handkerchiefs placed over 
their eyes, the officer in charge of 
the firing squad was ready to give 
orders. The squad consisted of nine 
soldiers who ^ere stationed at a 
very short distance from the spies, 
possibly 12 or 13 feet. Some of the 
rifles contained ball cartridges and 
the others had blank shells, but the 
executioners did not know which of 
the guns would fire the deadly shots. 


The officer in charge stood to the 
left of the firing squad. Nine rifles 
were pointing at one heart throbbing 
its last beats. 


"'Fire!' came the stem command 


and instantly a salvo flashed from 
the muzzles of the guns. The body 
of the victim shook with a sudden 
quiver, her head drooped ovpr the 
left shoulder, while a crimson stain 
colored the garments 
over 
her 


breast. The poor child had paid the 
penalty of her devotion. One of my 
brothers, a medical student, went 
over to the victim and examined her. 
He listened for heart beats, and

nounced the girl dead. About five 
minutes after the execution of the 
first, the other girl met her 
doom. Consider the agoniz- 
ing moments she must have 
experienced. This delay must 
have felt like an eternity to 
her. But she remained ab- 
solutely silent throughout 
the ordeal of waiting. The 
bodies were taken to a 
burial ground in the city of 
Brussels. All told, I was 
near when nine executions 
occurred. I shall never for- 
get these tragedies." 


Out of the gloom of war emerge 


Incidents that prove that the milk of 
human kindness has not ceased flow- 
ing. Sunshine will creep into the 
darkest shadows and here and there 
an act of mercy will follow in the 
fqotsteps of crime. Miss De Costa 
played a part in one episode of war 
that may well seem more impressive 
than any fiction.

quartered and convey greetings from 
home to her cousin. She arrived two 
days before the soldiers and after 
'they entered the village occurred an 
incident which denied her the oppor- 
tunity of seeing her cousin alive. 
Some of the German soldiers found 
sleeping quarters in barn's belonging 
to the farmers. During the night—it 
was about 2 in the morning—while

lease on life. At the dawn of that 
day there was an execution in the 
village. Her cousin was one of the 
men slain by the woman. The couple 
who suffered the death penalty be- 
fore the firing squad left an only 
child—a little girl 10 years old. The 
child appealed to the sympathies of 
Olga De Costa, who wondered what 
was to become of the orphan left 


alone in the house. Harboring no 111 
feelings toward the little one, Mlia 
De Costa took the" child with her 
when she made the trip to Kassel to 
inform her relatives of the fate that 
had overtaken their boy. The par- 
ents, though stricken by the death 
of the son, actually assumed the can 
of the-child, an act of tenderness 
which she regards as meriting some 
consideration -from those who coife 
demn the cruelties of the Germans.

Thirty years ago Brichele, with his 


japanned water color box before him, 
painted two American flags with their 
gilded staffs crossed on a large sheet 
of white paper. That was when he

desired to carve miracles. 
He was 


proud of It even then—that simple 


Today It Is pinned against the 


Tafled curtains across the back of his 
tiny shop below Seventh street There 


ner is entirely gone. Dust discolors 
It where it billows out, as things of 
paper do, regardless of the dreams 
entrusted to its surface. Though they 
never sailed above merchant cargoes 
to tropical islands, those flags have 
seen much service. 


They have seen, 
among other 


changes, fewer and fewer large or- 
ders coming into their domain as wood 
carving declined in the fickle favor 
Of the public; as American machines 
achieved Imitations satisfactory to the 
eyes of the indiscnminatmg; as so- 
called mission furniture triumphed 
throughout the land hideously. They 
witnessed its' still further decline as 
people began spending money on me- 
chanical conveniences in preference to 
ornament. They have seen Brichele 
forced to move from his large estab- 
lishment because of this falling off of 


"Tes, wood carving used to be 


good." 
Brichele lifted one of the 


countless little tools from his knife- 
hacked table under the window and 
proceeded to dig down into the pattern 
outlined on an electric candle pedestal. 
"Once I used to employ fifteen men." 
He smiled at the changeable nature 
of the world, but his voice is always 
a bit wistful. 
Substract the heavy 


sentiment from David Warfield's in- 
terpretation of "The Music Master" 
and you almost have it. 


Such voices are seldom heard in 


America off stage. But .the wood 
carver comes from the land of great

clocks, the land of "The Prisoner of 
Chillon," the chamois and the yodle, 
made immemorably comic by Mark 
Twain: the land of wood carvers, 
watchmakers, cheese and no navy.

Brichele's shop you never possibly 


discovered on any of your explora- 
tions. It Is the kind of a cave in the 
wall that the etcher pounces upon 
with an avid elation equal to that of a 
sea voyager at the sight of land. A 
narrow door—always open in summer 
—and a broad low window cover most 
of the front of it. Passersby are at- 
tracted to it because they see the 
ludicrous diminutive wooden shoes iu 
a line along a glass shelf hanging just 
behind the window, and back of the 
shelf the carver, eternally working. 
Usually some shabby idler, happy that 
he has nothing to do, casts his shadow 
through the doorway as he lingers 
there watching. 


The tiny wooden shoes were carved 


out of a national point of view en- 
tiiclv uu-AiiieiiucUi. They are sup- 
posed to be worn out at the toes, 
where feet stick out with laughing un- 
concern. How that can be I can't 
explain, but laugh they do, although 
American taste would never coun- 
tenance them nor American philos- 
ophy consider a worn-out boot funny 
except in a vaudeville act 
Brichele 


himself Is pleased with them and that 
is enough, as they, stand there below 
tiny wooden chamois, inkwells with 
elk heads surmounting them and a 
frame bearing the carved inscription 
"Love" beneath It. 


As a, matter of fact, the whole shop, 


set in Its out-of-the-way corner, has 
an atmosphere not "made In Amer- 
ica. In spite of the two crossed flags 
of red, white and blue paint that have 
followed him; in spite of the printed 
campaign, cards pinned on the side 
wall and of the coffee can with an 
American label that does duty on top 
of the stove as a container for nails— 
it suggests' the old world. It lacks 
the attention to surroundings more 
common in American craftsmen than 
patience to carry their work to old 
world perfection. 


High on the wall above the window 


are pinned drawings on Manila paper 
—drawings of ornament detail—in 
heavy black pencil. Acanthus leaves 
and 
scrolls 
borrowed 
from 
the 


Corinthian 
columns, garlands 
of 


the flirtatious coxirts which lighted 
the fire of revolution; they are totally 
foreign to the wooden shoes below. 


Brichele lighted up when we asked 


him about them. 


"Ah, it was when I was in Xew 


Tork years ago. I -went to a school 
specially to study. Tou know not all 
wood carvers can draw. Many cannot 
But 'I wished to do much with my 
work; I was ten I have told you when 
I started." 


Pride colored his reminiscence. His 


work had evidently been one long 
pleasure, one experimental journey 
through a delicious country since, with 
the tools his older brothers thrust 
into his hands, he had made his first 
attempt- He had known that greatest 
of all Joys, the intoxication of the 
artist handling his mediurn. 


As he rambled on, working- all the 


while, a man loomed up in the narrow 
doorway, leaned against the corner of 
the table and finally picked out of 
the many objects there a dark stick. 
It -was a headless cane. Brichele, ex- 
claiming at his arrival, dropped the 
candle base and fitted a chunk of 
white wood into a vise.

II.. according to tho 'report 
on infant mortabtj in that city uliich has just been is^netl by thp Chil- 
dren's Bureau of the Tnftort S?tat^s Department of Labor. 


The study was tinsed primarily on interviews ivitli the babies' 
mothers. It was absolutely (lem< erotic in scope and Included all babies 
whose I'irths were registered during a single year and •whose families 
eould be found. Of nil tho hnbies studied, one in «1r—16S jx-r 1000— 
had died durinc the first year of life, Tliero were wide variation* in 
rate between different groups of the population, according to the 
fathers' cnrnlinrs. the owplojmont of tho mother, the congestion of the 
home, and Uic nay in \\liie5i the babv had been fed.

I t is not a trhial matter, 


either. On January 1. 11)17, it amounted to ?1,271,- 
7SG.47. So little has appeared in print about it that 
the general public is likely to be surprised when it 
comes into full knowledge of this fact, and it may be 
further surprised that nothing has been done about it 
by the grand jury further than to scold three super- 
visors. and disapprove of the methods of the county 
auditor and county treasurer. No indictments have 
been returned. 
The shortage has been five years in 


accumulating. The chief curiosity now is as to where 
Tlio mmipy went. The grand jury hn« not found onr, 
but apparently has got on the track of some of it. Los 
Angeles was rather sour on the late exposition as far 
as its greater object was concerned, but it spread itself 
to attract the crowds that were drawn to the coast, 
and sought to impress Uietn with the superiority of 
that section of the State. An effort appears to have 
been made to convert the county into an elysian field. 
Trellises were erected, eight to a mile, along every 
road in the county, and planted with roses. Palms in 
great tubs were set along Main, Spring and Broadway 
out as far as Fourteenth street. Money was lavishly 
spent in the entertainment of personages and delega- 
tions. A committee or commission did this and sent 
the bills in to the supervisors. It cost ?GO,000 a month 
to water the artificial scenery. All this seems to have 
been an unlawful charge against the county, and at 
that there was not money in the general fund to pay 
it. But it appears to have been the amiable custom to 
pay out of whatever money was handiest. 
lu some 


funds, as the school fund, there were balances. These 
were tapped. It was a hurrah effort to be a good fel- 
low on a magnificent scale. The incident furnishes an 
impressive instance of how the southern city sup- 
presses its scandals. What an uproar a million and a

would have caused, and how Los Angeles would have 
derisively referred to it! 
Collectorship of the Port 


Collector of the Port Davis has returned from Wasu- 


ington, where he has been for a considerable time, it 
was understood trying to clinch his reappointment, 
though he maintains otherwise. His term expires on 
the 18th of August. It has been whispered that a 
change 'is imminent, that Charley Faj' has it all fixed, 
but Davis assures his friends that it looks favorable 
for a reappointment. From what has beeu printed as 
coming from him these assurances were negative rattier 
than positive — he was able to learn of no other effort 
to get the place, and there was no general information 
to the effect that he would be thrown out. But, on the 
other hand, as there appeared to be no assurance that 
he would be favored the matter lias a rather open look 
to an outsider. Just at this time it is recognized that 
any overt campaign to get a political job would not 
make a hit in Washington. If Fay is slated an open 
effort is not necessarily in his behalf. And doubtless 
the powers that be do not see the necessity of telling 
all that has been agreed to. It is a fact, however, that 
Fay as postmaster will not have the swing in managing 
the senatorial campaign that he would have as col- 
lector of the port. Postmasters are not permitted to 
dabble in politics. But collectors of ports — yes. It is 
also remembered that Fay was a desperate aspiraut 
tor the billet lour years ago, but 1'heian was not then 
United States Senator and he could not quite make 
it. Phelan is a United States Senator now, and there 
has been nothing to show that Fay's desire for the 
first federal job on the coast has abated. When these 
things are considered, there is some ground for sur- 
mising that there is not ns likely to be a reappoint- 
ment as a change in the office.

interests; Requa's status is well understool and ap- 
preciated on the Oakland side of the bay, he being a 
mau of affairs and high character. It is a tribute to 
Hoover that he is able to secure such men to collabo- 
rate with him in this new and vastly important work 
without the slightest hesitation, and it is an illustra- 
tion of the patriotism that resides in the American 
heart that such men forego all else to serve their 
country in such an emergency. 


Islais Creek Lands 


The statement that the Harbor Commission had 


seized sixty-three blocks of harbor front at Islais 
Creek is not exact. The State won its suit for the 
condemnation of these lauds, and though appeal was 
taken it was entitled to take possession upo'n paying, 
in addition to the sum awarded for the land, a sum 
to reimburse owners for whatever daraasre thev might 
suffer in the event that the decision of the lower court 
shall be reversed. All but some five blocks of this 
laud is submerged. There was a time when it was not 
considered of much value. At that time owners and 
others who had obtained options on portions of it 
started something in the legislature in the nature of 
a bond issue by which the State should buy it. The 
effort had setbacks, but after several years succeeded, 
and the State voted a million dollars for the purpose. 
By this time, however, a change had come over the 
situation. The government had made signs like buy- 
ing Hunter's Point drydocks, several railroad termin- 
als converged in the vicinity, and other important 
things had come about. 
Then the property owners 


who inspired the bond issue did not want to sell. They 
had placed the pi-ice at a million, and in the condem- 
nation proceedings that ensued labored valiantly to 
get the appraisements up to a figure exceeding th& 
bond issue, which would have made it impossible for 
the State to complete its part of the transaction. But 
to the surprise of everybody and the chagrin of the 
owners the court — the suit was tried before Judge 
Seawell — awarded the owners but §608,000. They could 
have obtained approximately the sum realized by the 
bond issue if they had struck a bargain with the State > 
in the first instance and not resisted the transfer iu 
court. As it is, the State has now paid into court the 
sum of £15,000 as an indemnifying fund, and taken 
possession. Just what it will do with this tract has 
not vet appeared. 
Some of the blocks are in deep 


water, and reclamation will be a matter of magnitude. 
Question of Farm Help 


The matter of farm help is one over which there is 


a wide difference of opinion. University authorities 
and labor unions frequently get into print with the 
assertion that a shortage does not exist. But practi- 
cal farmers who have crops maturing are very sensi- 
ble of the fact that it does exist, and are taking com- 
prehensive measures to supply the deficiency. 
One 


of these measures is to better organize the help that 
is here, so that it will be more mobile, and to establish 
mutual lines of communication, so that the farmers 
will be more in touch. It has been found that it is 
only possible to brh:g in one class of outside help — 
Mexicans. Inhumes have been made in Central and 
South American countries, but it is found, especially 
as to the coffee countries, that importation of help is 
impossible. 
The governments will not permit 
the 


laborers to lea\e from a fear that their own staple 
will suffer from lack of hands. 
In one district of 


Mexico it has been found possible to obtain some oOOO 
hands. The project of importing these struck a snaj» 
the very first thing. Under the shipping laws it was 
found that r.ot more than forty five contract laborers 
could be brought in on one ship. Eut the government has 
agreed to abrogate this provision to meet the emerg- 
ency, stipulating that certain reasonable conditions 
must be complied with. So it is probable that some 
of the scarcity will be thus supplied. Organization is 
going forward so that the demand for "help will be 
made known at a central point, and all help, so far as 
it is tractable, will be moved over the State like an 
army in a campaign, meeting emergencies to the great-

Passports Not So Easy 


Obtaining a passport is no longer the simple routine 


matter that it was before this country became em- 
broiled iu war. In times of peace all you had to do 
was to say you wanted to travel and a document testi- 
fying to your citizenship and the other qualifications 
that are generally mentioned in passports was forth- 
coming in short order and with a minimum of trouble. 
D. M. Linnard of the Fairmont hotel, having had a 
rather strenuous time of it for several months, con- 
cluded to go on a recreation trip, and decided that 
Japan would be a good objective. He had foi gotten 
about his passport until a day before sailing. 
When 


he went to see about it he was surprised to find that 
obtaining a passport was a job of magnitude, espe- 
cially as to time, it would consume tlie best part of 
twenty days to get the document here from Washing- 
ton, provided the application received prompt action, 
and provided the authorities, at Washington were sat- 
isfied that it ought to issue. Linnard, when this fact 
was made known to him, amended his itinerary and 
went to Honolulu. 
Miss Anglin Wrought Up 


Miss Angliu, whose several performances of the 


Greek drama in the Greek theater at the University 
of California are outstanding episodes in the dramatic 
history of the country, has put a dare straight up to 
William Randolph Hearst, who built the classic the- 
ater and bestowed it upon the university.

with her husband, Howard Hull, she visited Berkeley 
last Monday, and "took in'' the theater as a mere 
sightseer. In repose, when its rough lines are not 
hidden y by an audience and when its drabness is un- 
relieved by vari-colored gowns of the ladies in smart 
summer styles, the Greek theater Is a rather drear 
place, and no mistake.

He certainly did 
not seem to have such an idea foremost in mind when 
he retorted with equal impulsiveness, "For Heaven's 
sake, Margaret, how shall we pay the bills?" But his 
protest did not seem to a\ail, for the offer stands. 
Onion Speculators 


Two months ago onions were selling at twelve dollars 


a sack. Today it is reported that men are in the field 
offering to buy the new crop at 30 cents a sack. The 
new crop is enormous, the result of greatly increased 
planting induced by the extraordinary price that pre- 
vailed for a short time last season. This was the direct 
result of a corner by a national organization that had 
its center in Michigan, and ramified to this coast. Mem- 
bers of this syndicate have been indicted, including 
those of the Pacific Coast and some in this city. The 
latter were indicted five years ago for a similar foray 
in melons, but nothing came of the indictments. When 
they were hauled up this year their previous experience 
was remembered and their present rnn-in was regarded 
as a joke. They incautiously referred to it in public 
in that light and this fact has reached the ears of 
United States District Attorney Pre«ton. Such mat- 
ters are receiving severer attention in these days of 
food conservation, and the intimation has gone forth 
that these later indictments will not be overlooked, but 
on the contrary, will be pushed with especial vigor. But 
the persons who bought up the crop last year are repre- 
sented to be the ones who are in the field now with the 
thirty-cent offer. They are at it again. And there is 
a possibility of their success unless they are headed of f. 
The veiy low price that prevails will hardly pay for 
harvesting. The prospect is said to be that much of 
the crop will be left in the ground. If the speculators 
succeed iu buying largely of the supply that does reach 
the market at a nominal price, they may turn up with 
most of the onions to be had in the season when they 
arc most wanted. However, it must be remembered 
that they are likeh to have a Hoover to reckon with. 
The Fish Monopoly 


The fish question is one that remains unsettled, not- 


withstanding the many laws that were passed by the 
last legislature. The Pacific ocean is teeming with 
fish. They are as easily caught as ever. The argu- 
ment of increased cost of production cannot be rea- 
sonably adduced iu explanation of the increased price 
at which they sell, which is about twice the price they 
brought a couple of years ago. The fish supply of 
this city is the closest kind of a monopoly. Market 
Director Weinstock attempted to alleviate conditions 
last summer, and it was expected that he would be 
clothed with added powers by the last legislature; 
and perhaps he was, for the laws have not yet gone 
into effect. It ought to be possible to have it so that 
there could be cheap iish in San Francisco. 
The 


whole industry seems to be in a muddle. 
At Mon- 


terey. for instance, while the fishermen are combined 
against the consuming public, they are divided and 
contentious among themselves, failing to improve their 
opportunities so that the markets shall be adequately 
supplied, and threatening fishermen from other places 
so that they dare not fish in the teeming waters there. 
A Fantastic Bulletin 


The committee on' public information at Washing- 


ton, states in its official bulletin of June 23'that the 
War Department authorizes a lengthy statement lo 
ijjc eJjvxi iJiai \JLC ULMJ.-J jjfiu' <.LLM\ luiupb ule ocing 
closed or driven off in that department's crusade. The 
statement is printed. One paragraph may be selected 
for comment, because it touches upon ground made 
familiar by recent agitations. 
It reads: "San Fran- 


cisco's uptown tenderloin is also closed tight against 
the vice interests, and downtown the all-night pianos 
of the Barbary Coast no longer rattle forth their de; 


lirious ragtime." If the rest of the statement is no 
nearer the truth than this, it is worthless as an offi- 
cial assurance. 
The police records of San Francisco 


show that no section of the city is closed "tight against 
the vice interests." If the War Department actually 
used the phrases quoted above, it has gone farther to 
make itself appear ridiculous than ever before. "Down- 
town the all-night pianos of the Barbary Coast no 
longer rattle forth their delirious ragtime." A testi- 
monial of civic cleanliness, indeed! Eagtime on the 
pianos was never a puhlictinenace. It does not matter/ 
whether the music critic of the War Department con- 
siders ragtime delirious. Whatever his mental state it 
is not the music of the Barbary Coast that threatens 
the morals and health of the soldiers. There is not 
an officer in the army who doesn't know this. And 
all who are acquainted with 'San Francisco's munici- 
pal administration know that the silencing of the 
pianos has done nothing to reform the spirit of this 
city's vice district. They know that the Barbary 
Coast is as open as it ever was, a fact which THE 
TRIBUXB stated two weeks ago. There is no intention 
on the part of the police commission to curtail any 
of its present activities. If the official bulletin of the 
official public information committee is to be used to 
spread false impressions among the people it has al- 
ready outlived its usefulness. 
Undesired Publicity

It is understood that the Moffatt-Humphrey 


livestock and wool syndicate, operating in this State, 
Nevada and other Pacific States, is not as thoroughly 
pleased with the highly flattering newspaper notice it 
has received as was calculated it might be. This syn- 
dicate is represented to have profited this year in wool 
and lambs alone to the amount of §700,000. The facts 
have been made public with considerable particularity, 
wiiich the principals o{ the syndicate realize will 
serve to guide the federal authorities straight in their 
direction should extraordinary measures be adopted 
to raise war funds. The war situation has served to 
make many captains of finance modest who were erst- 
while inclined to let their prosperity be known. 
Goethals and Denman 


Somebody is seeing in the Goethals-Denman con- 


troversy a row that is likely to affect the present ad- 
ministration in a manner similar to the Pinchot-Bal- 
linger trouble on the Taft administration. The sim- 
ilarity is not striking as to the personages involved, 
yet ihe.i^ -3 some ground for such characterization. 
Goethals is a more definite character than any of the 
others, and has gained a prestige through his work 
in connection with the Panama canal that will carry 
him through any controversy with associates or suo- 
ordinates. The country simply would not believe that 
there could be am- other side to any controversy than 
the one which he espouses. Yet I have it from a man 
well posted in the matters in dispute that Denmau ia 
not as far out of the way as he gets credit for being. 
Goethals is represented to be a martinet of martinets, 
a man unusually able and unusually autocratic. He 
can't see any way but his way. and is a po.or listener 
\\hen attempt is made to argue with him. Anything 
that is doing with which he is connected has to be 
done his way. He is not a man to work with coadju- 
tors. It may be seen how such a positive force faiis 
to bit it off when the responsibility is divided, or when 
he is operating in a capacity which somebody thinks 
may be slightly inferior in rank to his own. 
Mexicans Shy of Ammunition

handle. He showed how the university 
corrected this misapplication of energy

place, which is apt already to bo over- 
hung by closely approaching neigh- 
boring residences and other buildings, 
Is to secures enough sunlight to keep 
plant grovs-ths in health and vitality.

On any aino place trees ought not to 
oce'iipy moro than a certain rather 
definite proportion of tho vvholo space 
and this lapldly decreases toward a 
negative quantity on tho average sub- 
urban lot.

will bo necessary to shorten In the 
growth above ground to a similar ex- 
tent to make up for the loss in the 
root system, cutting back tho branches 
somewhat severely te> compensate for 
fin.\ considerable root removal. With 
the loots spread out in place throw 
in enough fine soil to cover thorn to a 
depth of two or throe Inches and 
then, with tho hand or a tiowel or 
pointed stick, work the soil woll in 
against tho roots in ovory direction. 
There must be no air holes permitted 
to remain. 
Fill the hole with water 


and lot this settle away. 
Then con- 


tinue filling In tho v\hole until within 
two or throo Inches of tho surface, 
packing down finally 
with cautious 


treacling about the t r u n k of tho tree 
and out above tho tools generally to 
secure firm contact 
of soil against

vent a hollow about the trees tho soil 
should bo gontly mounded up to tho 
trunk, but not to moro than two 
inches or so above tho general sur- 
face. 


To healthy trees" little subsequent 


treatment need be [;iven beyond an 
occasional pruning to keep tho tree' 
headed as ono deslreti It In general to 
grow; having In mind the principle 
that the removal of siclo branches will 
tend to higher growth and tho re- 
moval of loading top branches to lat- 
eral growth; also, that crowding of 
branches should bo prevented by cut- 
ting out tho superfluous ones and that 
weaker growth always 
niiocls moro 


severe pruning than strong, however 
odd that may seem 
If tho young 


trco is sot out In a location exposed to 
heavy winds or other 
forces 
that 


might tend to cause ti bent or crooked 
growth tho sotting of a strong stake 
Is necessary to which It may bo tied 
at the moment of planting.

low local vogue, but the householder 
with a sense ot community beauty will 
do his aharo toward

tions. 


For driveways on Iho property It- 


self trees of smalloi and narrower 
growth aro usually 
better 
chosen. 


Among the deciduous trees suited to 


this purpose may be mentioned the 
crapo myrtle, whito birch, and Liorn- 
bardy poplar especially, while of tho 
evergreen one may choose from among 
acacia loUnoidf), eucalyptus 1'iclfolla, 
jacaranda, beofwood, pittosporum eu- 
genioides or plttos, tenulfoUum.

As a rule of general application it 


imust be stated that the climate of tho 
bay region favors particularly trees 
from arid or semi-arid "Avarm temper- 
ate regions and hence, beside those 
native here, imports fro msuch places 
as Australia, northern Mexico, Chile, 
South Alrlca and tho Mediterranean 
countries. 
Such trees, besides tho in- 


digenous ports, will bo found in the 
remaining lists, i The flist of these are 
tho twelve trees which, according to 
tho figures of one year's sales of a 
nursery company at

county, have been most popular local- 
ly. 
Thoy nro given In the order of 


their popularity: 
Blue gum, Mon- 


teroy cypress, oriental plane tree, red 
gum,

poplar, 
Monterey , 


pine, silver wattle (acacia dccurrens 
dealbata), blackwood (acacia melan- 
oxylon), Carolina poplar, locust, sugar 
maple and popper tree. 
Forty per- 


cent of all Iho trees sold out of this 
list by tho. nursery during the year 
wero bluo gum, eucalyptus globulus. 
Among other trees that are generally 
popular aro the umbrella trees, the 
only bad characteristic of which Is its 
litter, bull bay magnolia, cork elm and 
vailotlos of araucaria, which, though 
slow growing, are trees of great indi- 
vidual beauty and long lived. 


Practically all trees with ornamen- 


tal flowers will stand any cold that Is 
to bo expected in tho bay region. 
In 


such plaacca as, however, tempera- 
tures to 28 degrees are possible, the 
eucalyptus flclfolla and calophylla and 
certain sorts of the jacaianda ought 
to bo avoided. 
A suggestive list of 


others might include the acacias, the 
Yato treo and other flowering sorts 
of eucalyptus except those just men- 
tioned, hymenosporum, horso chest- 
nut, albizxia (dirty and liable to be- 
come straggling, catalpa, varieties of 
the hawthorn, several sorts of mag- 
nolia, Armenian, Japanese, 
Persian 


and other sorts of prune, locusts of 
several varieties and the 
mountain 


ash. 
Most fruit trees, excepting per- 


haps the apple, the shape of which is 
hard to control, are always attractive 
during their flowering season. 


Among tho trees with colored foli- 


age aro several of tho acacias and eu- 
calyptuses, the Atlantic and East In- 
dian cedars and the redwood for glau- 
cous foliage, and the following for 
shades oL' purplo and bronze: Relten- 
bach and Scudder -maples, Japanese 
cryptomerla elegans, the beech and 
several soils ot the prune.

"Over the Top" Is Litiest of War BooJ?s: Tells of Trench Life as American Soldier Saw It 
With a Rare Understanding' Annals of Country Church of Twenty Years Ago Are Recounted 


'OVER THE TOP," 


ARTHUR EMPEY 


N these days when war liter- 


ature is being made with 
every week, the wonder Is 
its surprising variety, 
Per- 


haps It Is boeauso this war 
Is greater than any we have 


record of and because It extends over 
a great front where each salient, al- 
most, has Its partlculai problems to 
meet, that this is true, We have not 
yet readied the place 
where 
one 


man's book is almost a duplicate of 
anothei 's. 


"Over the Top," by Arthur Guy 


Empey, then, Is another war book of 
revelation, 
another 
one 
(.hat 
is 


"different," and Its value lies In the 
fact that It Is the plain tale of a 
soldier, the real story of the trench 
and battlefield. 


Empey served for a yeai and a halt 


In France. 
He was a recruit in the 


trenches, a member 
of tha 
bomb 


squad, "tho Suicide Club," and later 
of the machine gun corps. 
It Is con- 


cerned with the soldier's daily occupa- 
tions, scraps of his conversation^ and 
not one bit with idealism or specula- 
tion. 
Empey saw more actual fight- 


ing: and real warfare than any corre- 
spondent who ha-s written about the 
struggle. 
His experiences are grim, 


but they are thrilling, and are en- 
livened by a touch of liumor and a 
reflection of the soldier's reaction to 
merriment that makes the book pe- 
culiarly the best one of the men who 
are fighting, The wiiter is an Amer- 
ican who enlisted in England and who 
learned to respect Tommy in the field 
as a brother-in-arms. Ho tells of the 
ways they do things over there, of 
some things he considers* foolish, some 
petty, and many that are big and1 for 
efficiency. 


If one would live as near as he fan, 


without crossing the seas, with the 
men who are sleeping and waking la 
the trenches and who are answering 
the call to go "over tho top" In charge, 
would learn what they have to eat, 
what they call this and that, what 
they sing, and how they swear, he 
should read the book. -If ho would 
sense the psychology of a soldier un- 
der fire, or lying wounded In a ciater 
In No Man's Land, ho may read it 
hero. Hmpey, even, was called in the 
gray light of an early morning to 
stand, with eleven others, and there 
fire at a white patch pinned on tho 
breast of a deserter, only Empey fired 
at a stone wall over-head while the 
others 
found 
the 
mark 
He 
has 


hurled Vlemons," as they call the 
bombs, into the German trenches and 
he has raked charges with machine 
gun fire. It was when ho was sent 
with a score of comrades to raid a 
trench in the hopes of getting a pris- 
oner fi om whom information might 
be extracted that ho was trapped and 
wounded the fiist time.

sistible appeal

It is a story of a man who 
Is fcuppoacd to have had no Imagina- 
tion and it proves the opposite "High- 
est" is Uie best aeroplane story that 
we have read. Theio Is another ef- 
fective yam with an O. Henry end 
and a Wallace Irwln atgumont.

a way both fascinating and refresh- 
ing. 
The country church of tiirues 


gone by! It was a place of mighty 
controversy and in its pulpits rang 
thunderous 
denunciations, 
moment- 


ous 
hair-splitting 
sermons 
were 


^reached, and annually were tho sin- 
ners welcomed to tho fold. 


And such men were those preach- 


ers—most of them big and brawny, 
farmers, perhaps, on week days—but 
with hearts In proportion and a kind- 
liness and honesty that is rare. When- 
ever a preacher came to Falrhope he 
lived at the home of tho one who Is 
telling the story and, one by one they 
came and went.

To the ordinary man this drop In a few 
cents per loaf means little, tout to tho 
family of the laborer and to the single 
woman 
eking out a 
sheer 
existence, 


those few cents In many cases line the 
.mark between a bare living and destitu- 
' lion. 
The grocers of the city are pro- 


testing at this very sleek form of rob- 
bing the poor and have manly protested 
to District Attorney Flckert to investi- 
gate the alleged local "bread trust." Evi- 
dence of robbery of the poor of hundreds 
of dollars daily In this city has been sub- 
mitted. 
Four big bnlfing concerns are 


charged with being the head of the ring 
to fix prices in this city to suit their 
greedy demands. It is charged that the 
"big four" fix the prices for their smaller 
brothers, and the latter must auibmlt or 
be driven out of business. 
Statements 


were submittpd to Attorney Flckert that 
attempts of the trust to raise- the price 
of bread to 7'/4 cents per loaf had been 
under consideration. The point made by 
tho grrfcers 1« that they are willing to 
pay a fair price to the combined bakers, 
but they protest against the latter dic- 
tating what the price shall be to cus- 
tomers, 
District Attorney Fickert will 


inquire into the charges and. inako a 
report to the grand jury. Southern Cal- 
ifornia has had a similar nasty experi- 
ence with these unconscionable thieves 
and has to some extent stamped 'out 
their practices.—News Ixittor.

George Kennan Writes Slory 


of the Imperial 
Valley; 


Man's Fight Against the 
River and Belated Tri~ 
umph. 


The story of the Imperial Valley of 


California is one of man fighting with 
and for naluie; it is of a desperate 
struggle against the Colorado river, 
but one which resulted in triumph for 
man so near complete that the stream 
becamo the servant and an inland 
ompiro grew wliere before there was 
the Salton Sink. It is a story of B. H. 
Harrlman's faith in the possibilities of 
this stretch of desert land, lying be- 
neath sea level and in an atmosphere 
of 120 degrees of heat, and It is one 
of many disappointments and of ap- 
preciation never accorded. 


The fighting of tho river and its 


harnessing are tales for tho engineer. 
In a popular way they are told by 
Gooi go Kennan 
In his book, "The 


Salton Sea." In the work is mentioned 
tho accomplishment of H. T. Cory, 
cliiof engineer of the California De- 
velopment Board at the time and ono 
largely responsible for the overcoming 
of tho obstacles ' in the way of 'tho 
achievement, and of Elwood Mead, 
head oC the drainage division of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. Both of these men are now at 
the Unlvoislty of California. 
' 
After tho name "Salton Sink" had 


been changed to "Imperial Valley," 
and investors from all parts of tho 
country had bought farms there, tho 
United Slates Jssued a report saying 
that the soil contained so much alkali 
that no crop could be grown. There 
eamo a time, to try the souls of those 
who had invested millions and who 
had staked their futures on the prac- 
ticability of the plan. Ilarrlman kept 
his nervo and his railroad plans never 
contemplated the desertion of 
tho 


faimers who had sown their crops. It 
so happened that the grains and fruits 
grew surprisingly well a«d that most 
any thing that was planted came up 
with startling strength and rapidity. 
The actual crops belied tho govern- 
ment report and the final victory 
came. 


When Harrlman, shortly before his 


death, was asked: 


"Mr. 
Harriman, the 
government 


hasn't paid you that money, and your 
work hero does not seem to be duly 
appreciated; do you not, under the 
circumstances, regret having made this 
large expenditure?" 


"No," replied Harriman; "this valloy 


was woi th saving, wasn't it?"

dozen languages—not 
in 
borrowed 


phrases, but in subtle allusions—and 
employs a style compounded of cul- 
ture and originality. 
There is noth- 


ing of tho heavy-footed commonplace 
in his manner, and he avoids the trito 
as 
ho 
would 
disfiguration. 
Deft 


craftsmanship and a keen precision In 
thought are evident—and a poesy of 
temperament as well. 


The three poetic dance impressions 


are of moderate difficulty. 
The first 


is a romantic mood in B major in 
mazurka 
rhythm. 
There 
are two 


themes sentimental, but not cloyingly 
so, bridged by a passage in a Nevin 
vein. Tho Polish idiom is convincing, 
and the throe closing measures are 
decidedly Choplnesquo. 


The second opens starllingly with

graceful beauty of the second, while 
the modern note Is found in the mid- 
dle section which is developmental In 
character. 
It should prove popular. 


The Gavotte Is well in the tradition of 
that demoted dance as to form, and* 
has an individuality of its own. It Is 
in tho minor mode and melodically 
pleasing. 


The Four Tone Pictures a.ro wor- 


thy of careful consideration by all 
pianists for their content of poetlo 
thought. 
Numerically from 
one to 


four, they increase in difficulty from 
the easy to tho complex concert com- 
position. 
They arc distinguished by 


nuances of coloring, depth of musi- 
cal perspective and vividness of at- 
mosphere, 
Thermatically interesting, 


they contain unusual manipulations of 
tempi and rhythm. 
As piona litera- 


ture, they have permanent value,. 


The Polonaise is a difficult concert 


number for bravura performance. It 
has tho dash and brilliance of a Cho- 
pin polonalso without the haunting 
sweetness that that master contrived

Wille- the aguo of ragtime ^lill 


shivers through tho musical veins of 
America, a new disease la making Its 
symptoms apparent. 
It is a p'artlcu- 


larly 
spasmodic 
form 
of 
cholera 


known as "Janz" among: its victims. 
Like 
most American 
slang words, 


"ja/x" may bo used as a. noun, ad- 
jectivo or verb. 
One may put jazz 


into a rendition of Dvorak's "Humor- 
esque"; .there are ja/.z bands, and tho 
ability to jazz Is a prime recommenda- 
tion for one seeking employment in 
a cafe orchestra. 


Tho best analysis of Jazz which I 


have noted Is contained in the follow- 
ing paragraphs from an article in tho 
Kansas City Star: 


Jazz is the efi'ort of a Jazz band 


or a Jazz orchestra. 
It is a riotous 


blare oi sound, i\. slam-bang, knock- 
' em-down-an d-drng-'em-out confusion 
of noises emanating from musical in- 
struments In the hands of persons who 
probably seek retreat in a busy boiler 
factory when they are in search of 
peace and solitude. The instruments 
work one against the other in frantla 
endeavor to excel in Insulting: the car 
that has been accustomed to harm- 
less, 
modest 
ragtime. 
Jazz 
is 
a 


brazen, screaming, screeching confu- 
sion of whang-b.inRing, tin-panniiiK, 
combined with despairing moans and 
groans from a sa.voplione. 


Any ordinary ragtime picco can be 


Jazzed. Of course, one might not bo 
able to recognize llic piece during and 
after the rendition, but It can be done. 
Occasionally then- is some perverted 
reference to tho ; ir, but it requires a 
quick and steady car to catch it. It 
doesn't matter. 
Nothing matters in 


Jazz. The.sky is t h e limit. 


A Jazz band consists of five pieces

The fascination of Jazx. music lies 


In its wild barbarity. "When the oar 
and the disposition have been satiated 
with music, as it was known up to 
and including the Hawaiian cm, the 
Jazf, supplies on<s moro thrill, and 
perhaps tho lost. 


But, after all, I he foregoing is no 


description at all. It must be heard 
to be understood. Underlying it all 
thoro may bo some system or bails 
for It, but the ,tru<- motif is so elusive 
that, to d-ate, no one has presented it 
in a definite manner.

From a Violin 


(From The Musical Leader.) 


There has been some correspon- 


dence in the "Referee" arising out of 
a letter 
by H. C, Tonking to tho ef- 


fect that It was possible to spoil a 
violin by playing on it too often. 
As 


a proof of this he asserted that Joa- 
chim played two Strads to death. Nat- 
urally, a good many side issues were 
opened up, for that is iho'Wiiy with 
all correspondence on an Interesting 
topic, but on the whole there seemed 
to bo a general agreement that it 
"was possible to play over much on a 
particular instrument. 
At first 
it 


acems rather a startling insertion to 
make, but on reflection it may 
bo 


asked why should 
not violins and 


other Installments become tired? Tho.y 
depend for their sonority on tho ro- 
sponslvencss of wood, which is a nat- 
ural object, and therefore liable to 
lose Its elasticity and life. 
Tho same 


liability Is noticeable oven in manu- 
factured articles. 
Kor every man who 


shaves himself is perfectly familiar 
with tho fact- that a favorito razor 
suddenly refuses to do its work satis- 
factorily, and that no amount of care- 
ful stropping will remedy 
matters. 


Tlio only cure is a complete holiday 
for tho razor, which will, with suf- 
ficient rest, recover Its wonted tem- 
per. 


It Is easily Intelligible, 
therefore, 


that the molecules which make up tho 
soundboard 
of a violin 
may, 
with 


much playing, lose their sensitiveness. 
Even pianofortes, which are subjected 
to a groat deal of practice, deterio- 
rate in tone, though in their case some 
part of the evil is a.scrib.ible to worn 
or cut hammers. 
\Vo have heard of 


a student who was said to wear out a 
piano In six months, but no doubt tho 
instrument after a. while would bo us 
good as ever, provided the hammers 
were renovated. 
Organs, which ha\o 


a long life as a rule, improve In tone 
with ago 
very often, but then they 


arc comparatively little used. 


After all, there IK not a vast amount 


of difference between an Instrument 
and its player. 
Both have to be

The tallest among the girls—they 
nro *ili youns, mostly iiiiivcrsii.y stu- 
dents and society buds—were chosen 
as stretcher-bearers.

- With the two billion dollar Liberty Loan over- 
subscribed 52 percent, and the secretary of the 
treasury having determined that only the amount 
originally called for will be taken, it is necessary 
for the government to reject over one-third of the 
amount of the subscriptions.

object to the use of the word 


"slacker11 in describing those who shirk their duty 
as a member of that great political body which is 
the American nation. It is -said that it is a harsh 


terization that is apt to get "under the skin" of any 
one to whom it is applied, no matter how callous 
he may be. 


So it is a hard, harsh Tgord. It is most unfor- 


tunate that provocation has arisen in this country 
for calling it into use. A slacker Is a selfish coward, 
the possessor of a disloyal heart. He is so consti- 
tuted that he would be satisfied to exist in the 
company of sheep or would rejoice in putting his 
head under the heel of the military autocrats of 
Germany. He is unworthy the opportunities of 
this land and undeserving the protection other citi- 
zens have established and intend to preserve. 


For such a mortal "Slacker" Is not an unjust or 


unduly harsh designation. If a word expressing 
more severe and complete condemnation can be 
coined it will in time displace the present term. 
What the voluble and free-handed critics of public 
and private conduct should now be careful about 
is the exercise of discrimination In applying 
''slacker." They should know what they are talking 
about and the moral deficiency of those whom they 
select to bear the odious title.

Becnrities follow in the financial market It will be 
impossible to judge what effect on the market the 
bonds will have until delivery is actually made to 
the subscribers and the bonds appear on the ex- 
changes. Two factors which may affect the price 
of the bonds—the length of the war and its out- 
come—cannot be predicted to any extent. 


But special features mark the present issue. The 


bonds are convertible at par into any subsequent 
Issues at a higher rate of interest, a circumstance 
which makes them potentially equivalent to bonds 
bearing a higher rate if any are issued. It is pos- 
sible that during the war, if the war lasts for two 
or three years, that the bonds may remain station- 
ary in price or even drop below par. But taking 
the past as a guide the chances are largely in favor 
of their quickly selling at a premium. 
- The §200,000,000 of bonds floated during the 
Spanish-American war was oversubscribed seven 
times. Their interest rate was only 3 percent but 
they never sold for less than the issue price of par. 
They were bid for at once on the New York curb 
fet 102J4 rose to 104J/2 on the stock exchange the 
game week and went to 105 a few weeks later. Two 
years after the war they reached 112J4- During the 
Civil war §20,000,000 worth of twenty-year 6 per- 
cent bonds were sold in April; 1861, at an average 
price of 89. During 1862 they were quoted at from 
87J/2 to 107J^; during 1863 between 9134 and 
110%; in 1864, between 102 and 118, and in 1865 
between 103^2 and 112. In 1866 these bonds were 
quoted at 114%, in 186S at 118, in 1869 at 125 and 
in 1876 at 128%. Other bond issues of the United 
States government have shown a similar increase in 
values immediately after the emergency causing 
their issue had passed, if not actually during the 
period of that emergency.

For many years one of the celebrities of Berlin 


was a heavy bronze bell hung, in one of the two 
towers at the main entrance to the criminal court. 
It was known affectionately as the "Miserable 
Sinner," because it was used to toll the convicted 
murderer to the hangman's noose. But two weeks 
ago it was taken down and sent to the Krupps, 
where the melting pot will transform its sad 
diapason into the shrill screech of bullets. 


On the same day coffins bearing the mangled 


bodies of sixteen children, fourteen under five years 
of age, were put away in London, bearing this 
inscription: "To our children murdered "by German 
aircraft." 


Now, the official records of Berlin will show that 


I "Miserable Sinner" was sent to the ammunition 
foundry in the cause of military necessity. But 
may it not well have been because the Prussian war 
lords did not want longer- to hear this signal of a 
murderer going to the gallows? It would always 
remind them of their deserts and provoke the ques- 
tion, "How long deferred?" 


WILLIAM WINTER 


With the death of William Winter, there has 


passed from the ranks of American men of letters 
the last of the dramatic critics who viewed the 
stage through Victorian eyes, and the last of the 
litterateurs of the tradition dating from Samuel 
Johnson.

FRENCH ITCONT, July 7^—Cavalry on 


foot took a brilliant part In the recent 
attack and capture from the Germans of 
the Laffaux Mill, the key position of the 
ferrous ChesiJn Ces Z?a~es, and Is the 
vain effort to reconquer the stronghold 
the German commanders have since seen 
their crack regiments wither away. 
These French cavalrymen who had. dur- 
ing the Entente retreat to the Marn» In 
August, litl'i, covered themselves with 
glory while acting as a shield between 
the pursuing Germans and their own 
army, had been chafing with Impatience 
to cross weapons once more with tho 
enemy. 
Trench warfare, however, did 
not lend Itself to cavalry fighting. Most 
of the soldiers of the cavalry regiment"* 
are men belonging to the active army \vlio 
were In full permanent training when hos- j 
tilltles began In 1914, and the var-ous 
units still are under the command of their 
regular commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers. They had suffered some 
losses during the earlier engagements of 
the war but, to all Intents and purposes, 
the regiments remained Intact. 


GOOD FIGHTING MATERIAL. 


The military authorities considered for 
a long time the question as to how best 
to employ the splendid fighting material 
composing these regiments, which were 
eating their heads off in comparative idle- 
ness behind the lines for lack of oppor- 
tunity to Join *n the conflict as cavalry- 
The cavalrvmen themselves were "spoil- 
Ing for a fight." 


Eventually it was decided to separate 


the men of some of the regiments from 
their mounts and to form -them into In- 
fantry battalions, regiments and brigades. 
Officers and soldiers greeted the order 
•nith enthusiasm. 
The first to be transformed from horse- 
men into footmen jrere the cuirassier 
regiments, and j^ was these dismounted 
cavaliers who gave such a good account 
of themselves in the struggles for the. 
Leffaux Mill, whose capture will form 
one o* the most daring episodes recorded 
on their flag, -which bore already the 
names of many historic battles fought by 
them Irf the last century. 


MEN ARE DEMOUNTED. 


"When the order to go "over the top" 


•was given at daybreak, the Improvised 
infantrymen leaped from the trenchea 
with the dash of youth—for the majority 
of them were of the best military age, 
from 23 to 26—and followed across the 
rising ground the barrage fire from the 
French artillery, whose curtain of proj- 
ectiles raised an impassable screen be- 
fore them and drove the German de- 
fenders to shelter when it did not crush 


• them together with their field -works. By 


far the greater number of the men were 
natives of the districts invaded by the 
Germans and their anxiety to get to 
grips with their enemies was great They 
reached the plateau In their first dash and 
then after taking breath they started for- 
ward again, their objective this time be- 
ing two strong lines of trenches fortified 
by cement shelters here and there and 
with nests of machine-guns which en- 
filaded the advance.

CONSERVATION MOVE. 


Every newspaper In the county today 
is laying stress on the conservation of 
food products. Nearly every food pro- 
duct comes from the farm and In this 
state nearly all of them are affected by 
the depredations of ground squirrels. 
Evidently the farmer occupies a rjjost 
Important' position among the daftafora 
of the country. It Is up to him to keep 


see 
Cer- 


tainly It Is an ant of defense to prevent 
the deviation, of large quantities of food 
from the mouth of the soldier to the 
greedy jaws and sharp teeth of the 
ground squirrel. 


ESTIMATES SHOWN. 
Various estimates have been made of 


the destructiveness of ground squirrels. 
Probably the most accurate, however, are 
the figures compiled by Surgeon J. D. 
Long of the TTnitecI States Futile Health 
Service from the carefully Investigated 
reports of 497 farmers who figure^ the 
Increase In crops and land value after 
squirrels had been killed on their farms. 
Thesp rtatlsttcs show that on 321,233 
acres the cost of killing squirrels aver- 
aged 11.2 cents per acre, while the value 
of the Increase In crops, pasturage, eta, 
was 34 cents per acre, a net saving of 
22.8 cents per acre. Three hundred and 
seventy persons estimated that their land 
had Increased in value J2.74 per acre as 
a direct result of squirrel destruction. 
There are In California millions of acres 
of squirrel Infested, cultivated and pas- 
ture lands. At the above figured a de- 
struction 
of squirrels on all 
these 
lands would net a saving of $£28,000 cm 
every million acres.

FORT BKAGO, CaU July 
7w—The 


"eternal fires" burning In the great wood 
refuse heaps of the lumber camps h«w 
and elsewhere along the California coast 
may be quenched by war. The United 
States Forest Service Is trying to figure 
out a way whereby this refuse may be 
brought to the cities to partly take the 
pace of coal and oil. In this effort the 
government 'is meeting with the fullest 
co-operation of the lumber companies. 


These flrea, one to each of the big mffls 


from Eureka to Point Arena, burn con- 
stantly In consuming the residue brought 
to them by the tireless chute belts. At 
night their flare along mBe» and miles 
of jagged coast guides many a mariner 
unfamiliar with the treacherous shore 
line. Thousands of cords are consumed 
annually, because the Iturfber companies 
have no other way of disposing of this 
wastage. The fires have been burning 
for years. 


ASH PILES HIGH. 


Their ash piles, now high almost as the 
hills themselves, are being constantly 
surfaced with a layer of wood refuse 
Tvhich Is renewed as fast as It burns. No 
effort, so far as Is known, has been made 
to compute the amount of wood thus 
consumed In one day, but the total would 
doubtless be astounding. 


The towns In which the mills are lo- 
cated, and the adjacent communities, 
have more wood than, they can consume, 
and as a consequence are prohibited from 
using the wastage. And the cost to the 
lumber companies to ship It to centers 


be far In excess of the return, although 
they have been working on the problem 
to prevent this waste for years, and it is 
still engaging their attention. 


The lumber mills have advised the gov- 
ernment that if they can secure a price 
for this -srood In the cities and elsewhere 
that will justify their shipping it, they 
will gladly dispose of It In this fashion. 
It Is unexcelled for fuel purposes, and to 
view of the threatened oil and coal short- 
age, would go a long way toward block- 
Ing any fuel famine. 
The two big mills here and those at 
Caspar, Mendoctao, Greenwood, Navarro 
and elsewhere have advised the Forestry 
Service that the quick disposition of this 
problem Is their most earnest desire. The 
government at Washington has been fully 
advised of the situation, and Is giving it 
close attention. 


Having seen long ago that the attempt 


to dispose of tTi<« wood In the fuel mar- 
kets .would be a losing proposition, the 
mlDs tried to devise ways and means to 
use It for building purposes. The nature 
of the refuse, however, successfully pre- 
vented this, and only the mill fire was 
left, ' 


FORESTS UNCUT. 


Forests yet nncut In the vast wooded 
aceas of Humboldt, Mendoclno, Del Norte 
and other counties contain millions of 
cords of wood that will find these fires, 
despite the most distressful fuel famine, 


the government steps In and finds 


5 the problem. So far there 


has been no indication from Washing- 
ton that the government will take over 
the entire problem and attempt to ship 
the wood on Its own account, but those 
hi authority Indicate that this Issue will 
eventually be forced by the -war.

to the state board of authorization. The 
great beauty of the law lies ha.the fact 
that the limit Imposed Is not arbitrary or 
unchangeable. It Is expressly designed 
to meet changing conditions, 


FACTS OVERLOOKED. 


"The school officials of Xios Angeles 


county object to the law on the ground 
that It may not gt»» them as much 
money as they need.

"In the year l»16-tT an school levies on 


Los Angelas county produced, within the 
meaning of the new law, $7,843.172.90. 
After making allowance for all county 
purposes as distinguished from school 
purposes, computation shows that for th» 
year 1917-18 (without exceeding the five 
per oent Omit of Increase) there may be 
levied foi schools a total of $$,£14,828.46, 
or $3714.55.68 more than, all school levies 
lor last year. 
"If the school officials need more than 
this, what possible objection can they 
have to showing this necessity to the 
board of authorization? 
The new law 
places no limit to the Increase beyond 
five per cent, when a''necessity can be 
shown. There is nothing to prevent the 
schools of LOS Angeles county or any 
other county from obtaining an the 
money they need."

Strauss, 
president of the American Society for 
Thrift, said thrift means in a general 
way simply the elimination of wast* and 
that thrift cannot be practiced merely 
by ceasing: to spend money. 
"The greater thrift consists not only 


in the prudent spending and wise saving 
of money, but In the Intelligent regula- 
tion of our lives and above all things 
else, elimination of wasteV" eald Mr. 
Strauss. "We have examples recently la 
uiSb country of tbo banetul Imiuence of 
mlsg^ffed thrift, Because we, as a na- 
tion, failed to understand the fuD mean- 
ing of the word, we rushed Into practices 
of false economy when war was declared 
in such a manner that had thev con- 
tinued they would have brought about 
Industrial disorganization and personal 
hardship. Wa failed fo determine be- 
tween constructive thrift and destructive 
thrift. We concluded that It meant tight- 
dstedness and as a result we began to 
deflect from their normal courses the 
tides of the nation's money that turned 
the wheels of Industry. WWle attempt- 
ing to build up on one band we were 
tearing down on the other." 


Continuing, Strauss said: 
"Had we as a nation learned the true 
meaning of thrift years ago and had our 
children been taught It—in our schools 
we would have been better prepared 
to face the conditions confronting us to- 
day. 
For thrift begets character—the 
ability to withstand stress and turmoil 
even to physical hardships of the soldier's 
life."We must teach the nation that In- 
dividual fortitude and sett-reliance must 
have thrifty practices as their founda- 
tion." 
Strauss declared In times of war we 
must know the value and the necessity 
of self-dsnlal and -« must not giugo v 
expenditures by the same standard that 
existed In times of peace. 
"Let ua not therefore fan short of the 
spirit of our republic," said the speaker. 
"We are fighting today to make the world 
safe for democracy. We are coming into 
a new order of things and m this new

From Lompoc to Los Cruces, In the 
Gaviato pass, the road is narrow in plac«a 
but better than the Foxen canyon route, 
and cuts seven miles off of the next 
shorter road through tjos Alamos and 
Los Olivos, which Is closed. The highway 
is encountered again at Los Ouces and 
continues for a few miles down the coast. 
Twenty miles of rough road down the 
Gaviatoa coast brings one on the pave- 
ment again twelve miles above Santa 
Barbara, a^d from there into Los Angeles 
Limit) 
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low Ventura. Except for this there Is a 
hundred and fifteen miles of ftoe high- 
way into Los Angeles. 
On the valley route there is a thirtv 
miles stretch of dirt road in Tulare coun- 
ty, but it has been repaired and is not 
at all bad. No more poor road is found i 
then until the Ridge road is reached, 
This is rough and very winding, as 


in the thirty miles of its length as it 
runs over thie ridge of mountains climb- 
Ing to an elevation of 4200 feet, there Is 
not one thousand feet straight in one 
place. 
By turning- to the left about a mile from 
Bajiy's ranch, 55 miles out of Bakersfield, 
and going by way of Elizabeth Lake 
and Bouquet canjon a good road with 
easy grades and many straight stretches 
will be found. 
While this detour Is 


twenty miles longer, it is advisable, as it 
can be made in less time with no hard 
driving. 
The Bouauet Canyo^ road comes bacK 
to the highway at Saugus and the thirtj - 
foui miles In Los Angeles is paved.

which the Germans relinquished in 
their "strategic retreat." Despatches 
rectived in April and May from Wil- 
liam Philip Sims and Henry Wood, 
the United Press staff correspondents 
with the British and French armies, 
told vividly of th edestruction wreaked 
upon the villages of Vermand, Ham, 
St Simon, Savy and others in the 
path of this retreating horde.
